More Food for Reflection for 
Angelenos.

Business Men, Real Estate Dealers* 
B ankers and Merchants Should 
Take a Hand. 


In Mr. H arris Newmarks reminisences 
of his trip to Europe, he developed many 
interesting points. He said : 
“ There are many attractions to tourists 
in the Old World. 
You have no idea 
how many people visit Nice and Monte 
Carlo for no other reason than to gamble. 
The Casino opens about II o’clock, and 
at that time the space about the doors 
rem ind one of nothing so much as the 
Commercial street depot of a Sunday 
morning when all the city wants to go to 
Santa Monica. 
The area is crowded 
As soon as the doors are opened the peo­ 
ple rush in, crowding over each other to 
get 
to 
a 
table. 
In 
the 
least 
imaginable time every table is surround­ 
ed, and the crowd gathers around on the 
outside eight and ten deep. 
It takes just 
two minutes to m akeadeal. Those near 
the table put down their money, and 
those on the outside toss it in to some 
friend within reach of the spots. All 
ages and sexes gamble. 
I saw an old 
woman at Monte C arlo; she must have 
been seventy; she was jR the table every 
day. I remember one particular day 
when I was npar her. 
She was one of 
the first at the table. She bet heavily. 
Each deal she put down 4,000 francs- 
that is $800. If you bet over 1,000 francs 
you m ust pay a premium of $10, or 50 
francs for each 1000 or part of 1000 francs. 
Each time this old devotee of fortune 
paid her $40 in premiums and then bet 
her $800 on the turn of the colors. I 
stood and watched her by the hour. I 
went away to lunch and left her th ere; 
I came back and found her still at it. 
She sat and bet until the game closed, 
and every tim e she put up $800, with $40 
penalty added for her rashness. I do 
not know if she lost or 
won 
on 
the whole. It took a long time usually 
to lose much. I risked 100 francs once, 
and after betting with it untill I was 
tired I had about half of the $20 left.” 


OTHER ATTRACTIONS. 
“ Of course Los Angeles is not supposed 
to be desirous of competing with Monaco 
in this fascinating attraction. But she 
has others which should be made the 
most of. 
She is not making the most of 
her opportunities. There are a great 
many Americans who go to Europe even 
for 
so 
short 
a 
stay 
as 
a 
month. 
I met 
a gentleman from 
8t. 
Paul 
who 
goes 
to 
Europe 
every year. 
He spent one winter in Loe 
Angeles and he told me he could not be 
induced to come here again. 
He found 
fault with our hotels, and made bitter 
complaint of our streets. It rained dur­ 
ing his stay and he found the hotels un­ 
comfortable and the streets horrible. Of 
course the hotels are much improved 
now, and something has been done with 
the streets. 
But the streets ought to be 
paved; there ought to be 500 men at 
work 
on 
them 
now. 
Then 
they 
ought to 
be 
sewered 
before they 
are paved. 
We m ust do these things if 
we wish to build up this city. 
Then we 
must get even better hotel accommoda­ 
tions than we have. 
See w hat the Ray­ 
mond has done for Pasadena. It has 
built up that place. 
We want a first- 
class hotel in this city. Another should 
be built on the beach. 
Then the roads 
and parks must have attention.” 


WILL W E GET TH ESE T H IN G S? 
Mr. Newmark’s views are sound in all 
their aspects. 
For years the construc­ 
tion of hotels has been agitated in this 
city. Of course there are a great many 
of them now as compared with five years 
ago, and there are also a large number 
of good boarding houses. 
But this city 
ought to have one first-class and large 
hotel. 
It ought to have one which 
would eclipBe anything in America. 
Then tourists of ample means will come 
here when they can find all the comforts 
they are accustomed to at home. 
How correct, too, are Mr. Newmark’s 
views about roads! Trees grow so rap­ 
idly h ere; the air is so balmy, the skies 
so bright, th at driving is the rarest of 
pleasures. The men who are interested 
n the future of Los Angeles should put 
their shoulders to the wheel and push the 
hotel m atter and the road question to 
completion. This city will nes’er be 
what it m ight be, and what it should be, 
until it has the best hotel in America, 
and until it has the best drives in the 
country.

“ Although the fact that Denis K ear­ 
ney lost his influence with the mob ele­ 
m ent of San Francisco is well known,” 
said George H . Pearson, of Oakland, 
C al., to a Pott-Dispatch reporter, “ few 
know the reason that his power so sud­ 
denly collapsed. The inside history of it 
is as follows: A number of leading men 
of San Francisco had been making use 
of Kearney for political effect, and as of­ 
ten happens, they could not control the 
power they bad called into existence. 
Kearney and his sand-lot gang grew 
more and more violent; outrage followed 
outrage, and there seemed to be no way 
of checking the evil. At last a mass- 
meeting of sand-lotters was called with 
th e 
avowed 
intention of 
marching 
on Chinatown 
and 
utterly destroy­ 
ing 
that 
quarter. 
Universal 
con­ 
sternation 
pervaded 
the 
city, 
not on 
account of 
the danger that 
threatened the Chinese, but because the 
mansions of the railroad and bonanza 
magnates upon Nob H ill were but two 
or three squares from the point where the 
mob would make the attack. If once 
the mob got possession of Chinatown 
every reflecting m an knew th at 
its 
violence would lead it to attack the 
houses of the wealthy men on California 
street, and no one could tell where the 
trouble would stop. Recognizing the im­ 
minence of the danger, a deputation of 
citizens called upon William T. Coleman 
an d asked him to do what he could to 
stop the mob. It was suspected by many 
th a t in the early days of the sand-lot ex­ 
citem ent Coleman had been a secret ally 
of K earney’s, but it was known that he 
had severed all connectiqp with him. Mr. 
Coleman had been chairman of the fa­ 
mous vigilance committee of 1855,ahd his 
oim o was dreaded by all evil-doers. 
E ver since his emigration from St. Louis 
h e had occupied a leading position in 
California, and to him the people looked 
for aid in the peril that threatened. 
Coleman instantly called half a dozen 
of the old vigilance committee around 
him and held a brief consultation. Time 
pressed as news was brought that Kear­ 
ney was haranguing the sand lotters, 
and would w ithin an hour lead them to 
Chinatown. 
A trusty messenger was 
sent, who, as soon as the great agitator 
stepped from the platform to give way 
to another speaker, called him aside, told 
him that Mr. Coleman had reorganized 
the old vigilantes, and warned him that 
if any outbreak occurred they would not 
trouble themselves with the accessories, 
but would a'* once capture him and 
hang him to the first lamp-post. 
K ear­ 
ney began to argue about the in­ 
justice 
of this, 
but 
was at once 
checked, and told that no argument 
would be listened to. 
If the mob ap­ 
proached Chinatown, the rope, which 
was already prepared, would be around 
his neck within an hour. 
This warning 
Kearney knew was no idle boast, but 
grim reality. His nerve failed. He as­ 
cended the platform, Eaid that the time 
was not ripe for the attack, and adjourned 
the meeting for a week. This was the 
death-blow to his power. It leaked out 
that Kearney had been frightened out cf 
the attack. 
The more desperate spirits 
lost confidence in him , rivalry and dis­ 
sensions sprung up, and to-day he lives 
in th at city th at he once ruled, obscure 
and homeless. 
H ad it not been for the 
stand taken by Mr. Coleman and the 
terror his name inspired, a riot would 
Bave broken out in San Francisco com­ 
pared with which the H aym arket riot 
would have been insignificant.—[ St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 
The above interesting account is in the 
m ain correct. 
There is, however, one 
point on which it is in error. 
I t never 
came so near a riot as is here stated, 
The meeting to organize for an advance 
on Chinatown never took place. It was 
well known that the agitation which had 
been so hot in 1878, 1879 had almost 
culim inated in such an overt act, and it 
was feared that it actually would come to 
this. 
Kearney and his aids had given 
out 
th at 
"at 
a 
near 
day they 
would march their 
cohorts 
through 
th e streets and do this work. 
The 
Republican 
politicians 
at 
whose 
instance Kearney and his crowd had 
been keeping up their agitation for pure­ 
ly political ends, got frightened. 
Some 
of the more conservative and wealthy of 
them became nervous. They went to 
Coleman and set forth that the thing muBt 
be stopped at once or the city might be 
laid in ashes. 
“ Very well,” said Mr. Coleman, “ if it 
is you have yourselves to thank for it. 
B ut if you give me your word as men— 
not as politicians—th at you will ‘quit,’ 
and withdraw your backing from K ear­ 
ney and his gang, I will undertake to 
stop this in twenty-four hours. 
Have I 
your word ?” 
The visitors gave their word to the 
above effect, and thereupon Mr. Coleman 
excused himself on the ground of a pres­ 
sing engagement. 
He took his hat and 
w ent off, even before the delegation had 
left his office. 
The leader of the old­ 
tim e Vigilantes went straight to the city 
h all ana obtained an interview with Rev. 
L S. Kalloch, who was then Mayor. 
He 
eet 
forth 
that 
the 
city 
was on 
the 
verge 
of 
a 
serious 
riot, 
th a t Kearney’s agitation had already 
prostrated all business, and that there 
w as serious danger of the whole thing 
ending in the destruction of the city. 
Kalloch “ backed and filled” and would 
not give any assurance. 
Coleman got 
tired of the barren conference and rising 
up, he glowered acrosB the table at the 
sand-lot mayor, he roared— 
“ The only thing I am sure of about this 
interview, Mayor, is that you perfectly 
understand w hat I want. I have made 
th at clear to you. Now my ultimatum is 
this—by th e -------this thing m ust stop: 
and I shall look to you to stop it.” 
It stopped. It stopped there and then. 
I t never was made known w hat took 
place between Kearney and K alloch; but 
the famous meeting at which the assault 
on Chinatown was to be organized, never 
took place. Just as soon as K earney and 
the others knew that the light of the 
countenances of the Republican politi­ 
cians had been withdrawn from them , 
and th at W . T. Coleman stood ready to 
call out th e old vigilantes in their behalf, 
K earney collapsed like the vapid wind­ 
bag he was, and there was the end. 
It is groes error to say that Coleman 
ever Had any connection with Kearney.

Robert Iflorrla—A t ribute by Ouc of 
the Craft. 
E d ito rs H e ra ld — But a few short 
years ago and the man who was elected 
to fill the first station in the gift of a free 
people, fell by the bullet of a cowardly, 
perhaps crazed, assassin. The victim 
lingered for months on the verge of the 
grave, and almost hourly bulletins were 
sent out telling of his condition, of how 
the chances alternated between life and 
death; telling how the struggle went on 
with the strong man in his agony, and 
the hearts of the people whose Chief 
Magistrate he was, were alternately 
raised by hope or depressed by gloom, 
until at length, the death angel with 
broad wings claimed him as his own, 
and a nation mourned. 
But a few years thereafter and an­ 
other struggle took place between the 
grim tyrant, whose summons all men 
must obey, and one of the mighty of 
earth. He, too, had occupied the high­ 
est place which a gratelul people could 
bestow; he stood at the head of armies 
which became a vast machine in his 
hands; his will was law; at his bidding 
men rushed to death as to a festival; 
at his order the hail of bullets swept 
men down aB the tornado sweeps the 
grain before it; at his voice armed 
legions of iron-clad soldiers moved as 
one man, and the thunder of their mar­ 
shal tread shook a continent. His 
power was absolute, his will supreme, 
But he, too, had to bow to the inevit­ 
able. Azrael but touched him with his 
sceptre, and the iron heart of the great 
warrior was forever stilled. 
Again a 
nation mourned, and the emblems of 
grief were spread on every hand. 
Yet perhaps in this, as in the former 
case as well, all did not mourn. The 
statesman had hisenemies in those whom 
he distanced iu the race for the great office 
he won. Partisan rancor cannot alto­ 
gether be forgotten even in the gloom of 
“ the valley aud shadow of death.” Politi­ 
cal enmity will not always down, even in 
the solemn stillness of the cemetery; 
and, therefore, it can hardly be said that 
all mourned. 
So with the warrior whose voice was so 
potent, whose will was so mighty. Many 
a homo had been made desolate; many 
a widow mourned a husband; many an 
orphan had been thrown on the cold 
charity of an unfeeling world, caused by 
him in the stern discharge of his duty.

War is merciless; war is 
cruel. It must stop at nothing short of 
success. The stately palace of the rich 
and the humble cottage of the poor, the 
smiling field and the populous city must 
fare all alike, aud in the march of a vic­ 
torious host become, the one a desolate 
waste and the other a heap of smoking 
ruins. 
Upon the leader of the host too often, 
sometimes too justly, is |>oured the curses 
of the vanquished; and many a time 
with the sob of the widow and the tear 
of the orphan is mingled the prayer for 
vengeance, or breathed an undying hate, 
none the less bitter because it íb so im­ 
potent. Time may in some measure as­ 
suage the bitterness; the lapse of years 
in some measure blunt the keen edge of 
the thirst for vengeance; but who can 
say they die completely away and are 
forgotten? and until forgotten are they 
or can they be forgiven ?~ 
Can it then be said that all mourned 
the death of,the mighty warrior?

benediction. 
Early uniting himself with the great 
and time-honored fraternity of Free and

All honor to thee, Itob Morris! The 
laurel crown which we gave thee as “Poet 
Laureate of Free Masonry,” was but an 
humble tribute to thy worth and thy gen­ 
ius. Thou has left us, but in the fullness 
of thy ripened yearB and usefulness; and 
for thy worth and good deeds, all mourn, 
as all have loved thee. Thou art gone to 
that Celestial Lodge, whose music is in 
accord with thine own, and it swells out, 
not as of earth, “sad, sad, and slow,” 
but clearly, gladly, in the morning of 
that life eternal which lies over the Riv­ 
er. For thee the great leveler of all hu­ 
man greatness has no terrors. Thy work 
was done; thy task completed; thy jour­ 
ney ended. Thy fame caused no envy, 
no heart-burnings, no discord. 
All honor to thee! And as we gather 
round thy open grave, with eyes dimmed 
with tears, we lay our hands upon our 
hearts and say: Peace to thy ashes! Oh.

Does any one suppose that if the m ar­ 
kets of the world were open to our m anu­ 
facturers, as they would be if the mailed 
hand of corrupt and stupid legislation 
were taken off from our industries, we 
could not make our way against Great 
B ritain ? In 1881 Mr. Gladstone made a 
speech at a banquet given by the m anu­ 
facturers of Leeds. 
He then told them 
that as long as the United States pursued 
the policy of discouraging foreign ex­ 
changes by high im port duties, English 
m anufacturers were safe from competi­ 
tion. 
But that whenever our country 
became a competitor, as she would, 
under a wise tariff system, with the 
manufacturers of England these would 
be confronted with difficulties which 
would 
try 
their 
courage and their 
energies to the utmost. 
As this speech 
was made seven years ago, it is of far 
more value as a pointer in the present 
canvass 
than 
the 
doctored extracts 
Republican papers are constantly pub­ 
lishing as coming from the British press, 
going to show how the election of Cleve­ 
land and Thurm an will play into the 
hands of the English people. 
Absurd as it m ust seem to every sensi­ 
ble m an, that G reat Britain ia anxious to 
have the United States as a competitor 
in the neutral m arkets of the world, yet 
this is one of the stock argum ents of Re­ 
publican papers and Republican orators. 
They even go so far as to gravely declare 
that the manufacturer of Great Britain 
will subscribe fabulous sum s for the suc­ 
cess of the Democratic party—as if Eng­ 
lishm en or any other sensible men would 
pay round sums to purcha se sticks to be 
used in breaking their own backs. Let 
us dismiss this balderdash with the con­ 
tem pt it deserves.

T h e 
W age 
Q uestion — A m erican 
Commerce. 
Of all the false arguments put forth by 
Republican 
orators and 
Republican 
presses that which defends high tariff 
on the ground of securing high wages to 
the American worker is the most unten­ 
able. 
H is wages do not depend upon 
th e tariff but upon the law of supply and 
dem and and the cohesive strength of the 
trades-unions. 
H e does not get one 
cent of the subsidy given over to his em ­ 
ployers by false legislation. 
The em­ 
ployer pays him the very lowest rate of 
wage he can be had for, and the stand­ 
ard of that wage is regulated by the 
am ount of work to be done and by the 
competition 
of 
the 
men who 
are 
anxious to do it. He has no protection 
but his own. The product of his labor 
is protected, but the ports are open to 
foreign labor to come or to be brought to 
compete with his labor. Great rafts of 
European pauper labor have been im­ 
ported free into the mines of Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio, whilst the factories of 
New York 
and 
M assachusetts 
are 
crowded with a constant flow of foreign­ 
ers from Europe and Canada who keep 
th e rate of wages down to th e minimum 
standard. 
Nor is this the worst effect of high 
tariff upon operatives in protected indus­ 
tries all over the land. 
Being insured 
by the import tax against competition in 
th eir manufactures, from abroad they are 
enabled to form “ trusts” and “ com 
bines” for the purpose of regulating the 
rolum e of production and keeping the 
prices of their goods up to the highest 
notch. In order to accomplish this they 
close down their mills and works, when 
th eir only 
m arket, 
the 
home m ar­ 
k et is supplied, and thus 
cut down 
th e earning time of the workmen from 
one-third to one-half. W hen we discount 
th e yearly wages they would earn under 
a system th at would give them constant 
em ploym ent, we shall And that their 
wages are not any higher than the wages 
earned by English operatives. If a man 
can earn one dollar and a half a day, he 
m ay live and save a little with steady em 
ploym ent. But when he is enforced to 
three or four m onths’ idleness daring each 
year, his actual wages dwindle down to 
from 80 to 90 cents per day, and he is 
thofl placed below the level of w hat the 
high tariff advocates are pleased to term 
“ the wages of the pauper labor of Eu­ 
rope.” B ut he has an additional dis­ 
advantage over th at labor. The high 
tariff increases his cost of living over that 
of the European operative, and to that^ 


During the sixteen years of low tariff, 
from 184G to 1800—our Golden Period, as 
Professor Sumner term s it—every ..indus­ 
try was flourishing and our commerce 
was carried to all parts of the world upon 
our own ships. According to Mr. Blaine’s 
statistics the capacity of the American 
ships engaged in the ocean trade in 1850 
was 1,440,000 tons. 
This capacity in­ 
creased during the low tariff decade to 
2,380,000 tons; but just as soon as the 
exorbitant tariff of 1862-3 was felt, that 
tonnage decreased until it fell to 1,200,­ 
000 tons. 
The num ber of sailing vessels plying 
between the United States and Europe 
in 1881 was 5,210, of which 555 were 
steamships. 
Of the sailing vessels, 19 
per cent, were American and 80 per 
cent. British. 
We had just four steam ­ 
ships out of the 555! 
In 1856 the ton­ 
nage of England was 935,000 tons, con­ 
siderably less than ours, w hilst to-day 
she has 8,000,000 tons, or over four times 
as much as we have. 
A double blow has been inflicted by a 
tariff policy which has almost swept our 
m erchant m arine from the face of the 
ocean. It has not only destroyed our 
foreign commerce, but it lias wiped out 
the nursery which supplied us during 
two great wars with Bailors to m an our 
navy. 
W ithout calling in seamen from 
abroad, it would be impossible for the 
United States now, in a time of exigency, 
to man a fleet. 
A few years ago (1885) G reat Britain 
averted a serious war with Russia by her 
facilities for prompt preparation. Of the 
seven hundred first-class steam ers run­ 
ning out of her ports she at once listed 
five hundred as transports and had them 
ready to commence operations before 
Russia could make a move. The Mus­ 
covite bear retired from H erat, and Eng­ 
land won a bloodless victory. 
Mr. Blaine, in his “ Twenty Years in 
Congress,” referring to the decline of our 
marine commerce, say s: 
“ Every intelligent m an knov s that it 
is impossible to m aintain a navy unless 
there be a commercial M arine for the 
education of sailors. 
The American Ma­ 
rine preceding 1861 was so large that it 
could furnish 76,000 sailors to maintain a 
blockading equadron on the South Atlan­ 
tic and Gulf coasts. The value of this 
school for seaman as one of the arm s of 
National defense could not have been 
more strikingly illustrated or more com­ 
pletely proved. The lesson should have 
been heeded. I t is a fam iliar adage re­ 
quiring no enforem ent of argum ent that 
navies do not grow at the top. They 
grow from and out of a commercial Ma­ 
rine that educates men for sea service, 
These rem arks of Mr. Blaine are clear 
and to the point. The action of the Re­ 
publican United States Senate in reject­ 
ing the Fisheries Treaty may lead to dan­ 
gerous involvements with G reat Britain. 
Should a war grow out of this action, it 
would largely become a naval war. 
In 
that event we would realize the enor­ 
mously evil effects of a policy which has 
almost wiped our m erchant marine from 
the ocean, and left us without skilled 
seamen to m an the great navy we would 
be compelled to improvise. 


instrum ent left with the independent col­ 
onies all the rights and powers relating 
to the north-east coast fisheries th a t they 
had had previously as subject provinces 
of the crown of G reat Britain. These 
rights and powers were commensurate 
with those of Canada. No question of 
headlands 
or 
of 
meandering lines 
made 
until 
after 
the 
treaty 
of 
1818. 
That 
treaty 
was engineered on the part of the United 
States by Mr. Gallatin and Mr. Ru«li— 
two gentlemen of the most exalted char­ 
acter. 
Into it, by some means, was in­ 
jected the article or provision that has 
caused all our ills. 
How it came there 
has never been explained. The English 
diplomats, as far as can be learned, did 
not 
dem and 
it, 
nor 
was 
there 
aDy 
suggestion 
or 
discussion 
of 
the topic 
which 
would 
have ren­ 
dered 
it 
a 
douceur 
desired, 
but 
not directly asked for. It seem s to have 
been a sort of grandiose concession made 
by our diplomats of rights which were 
not at that time considered of any great 
value. 
But mark the sequel. From that 
day to this the Treaty of 1818 has been 
obnoxious to our interests in the Fisher­ 
ies. 
It has caused more difficulty, more 
diplomatic notes, and more danger of 
rupture between the two countries than 
even the old question of “ neutral ships 
make free goods.” From tim e to time 
its provisions have been suspended and 
its rancorous tendencies softened by 
special and limited treaties, but it has 
ever stood in our diplomatic controversies 
as a Banquo that would not down. 
The Bayard treaty was certainly a 
great improvement over that of 1818, to 
which we are now relegated. 
By it 
headlands and boundaries were defined 
and the acts of hospitality, intercourse 
and landing - rights were clearly 
plained. W hilst the treaty was not all 
we could have wished, i: was a step in 
he direction—and a long one, too—of 
finally securing such arbitration and con­ 
cessions as would lead to absolute justice 
in the fisheries question between Canada 
and the United States. 
Because this 
treaty had been negotiated and concluded 
between a Democratic administration and 
the English Government, that was suffi 
d en t to array against its confirmation 
the bigoted and unpatriotic votes of the 
partisan majority in the United States 
Senate. To spite a Democratic adminin- 
tration—and not in the interest of right 
or patriotism—it was rejected, and that 
is all there is in it. 
Congress having granted 
indefinite 
powers to the President to retaliate upon 
Canada for her acts towards our fisher­ 
men, Mr. Cleveland, when the treaty was 
rejected, promptly sent a message to 
both Houses, in which he asked for defi­ 
nite powers by Act of Congress author­ 
izing him to (1st) enforce equal tolls on 
the American side of the lakes as against 
Canada as are enforced upon the Cana­ 
dian side as against American com m erce; 
(2d) to compel all goods now passed over 
the United States in bond for Canada to 
pay the tariff upon them . 
The message is a clear, bold and manly 
document. It says that the President is 
ready to carry out the logic of retaliation 
to its extreme conclusion as soon as lie is 
invested with the necessary and explicit 
powers. 
There can he d o doubt of Mr. Cleve 
land’s courage—of his determination and 
will in the line of duty. Congress must 
either give him the power he calls for, 
or the Republican United States Senate 
must assume the responsibility for the 
crisis to arise and for the outrages to our 
rights that m ay ensue. If the powers 
demanded by the President be granted, 
there are war clouds ahead. 
It is not 
Cleveland nor the Democratic party that 
will shrink from the ordeal. 
But the 
responsibility for a war which more 
patriotism and less partisanship could 
have evaded will be at the door of the 
Republican party.

The message of President Cleveland 
confronts the country with a serious dan­ 
ger produced by the rejection of the 
Fisheries Treaty 
by the 
Republican 
United States Senate. The treaty was the 
best that could be obtained, under the 
circum stances; but the Senate preferred 
to act as a partisan body, disregarding 
history, sinking patriotism , ignoring the 
delicacies of the situation, and preferring 
to imperil the peace of the country rather 
than confirm a treaty th at would have 
been a great im provement on the situa­ 
tion as it has been and now is.

RETALIATION. 


The President’s Message the 
All-Absorbing Topic. 


IT IS READ BEFO RE T H E SENATE. 


C om m ents Provoked on B oth Sides 
th e W a ter—C anada F eeliu g Very 
U ncom fortable.

W a s h in g to n , August 24.—In the Sen­ 
ate, immediately after the reading of the 
journal, the message from the President 
on the subject of the rejection of the 
Fisheries treaty was laid before the Sen­ 
ate and read by the clerk. 
The reading 
was listened to with dose attention. 
W hen it came to a close Sherman moved 
that it be printed and referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 
Edm unds—On th at motion I would 
like to say a word. 
Although I am in 
favor of it, if I had been five or six years 
younger than 1 am I should have been 
surprised at that message; but I am not 
and I am only highly gratified at the 
patriotic expressions of hopes, wishes, 
and almost intentions of the President of 
the United States in reference to the 
protection 
of 
American 
interests 
and 
American 
rightB. 
But 
the 
peculiarity 
of 
the 
situtaion, as 
it 
eecuns 
to 
me, 
is 
that, 
having 
had a statute providing for self-defense 
approved by the President of the United 
States and passed by the substantially 
unanimous vote of both Houses (if that 
made any difference to his duty in faith 
fully executing the law), and* after full 
consideration of all its points and bear­ 
ings—the extent to which it should go, 
the objects to which it should be limited, 
and the circumstances under which it 
could bo brought into play—eighteen 
m onths, in round numbers, have gone by 
and we are now informed by the Presi­ 
dent of the United States (for I take it 
that is what lie means, although no word 
of th at kind is in the message), that no 
step of any kind 
has been taken to 
carry into execution the plain provisions 
of th at law. 


MORE AMMUNITION WANTED. 
It is true the law did not require the 
President to put into effect the law of 
self-defense until a case 
should have 
arisen of injustice sufficient to satisfy him 
that American rights were being unjustly 
dealt with. If there has been no instance 
of injustice since the passage of the act, 
the President has been right in taking no 
step in the matter. 
If, however, in his 
opinon, as lie now states it, there have 
been instances of denial of our just 
rights, why is it th at the President has 
not taken any steps in the excersise of 
the_ powers imposed upon him in the ex­ 
ercise of the high duty which the Con­ 
stitution imposed upon him in Beeing 
that the laws are faithfully executed ? 
W hy lias lie been silent for eighteen 
m onths with the whole power of the law 
in liishandB? 
1 m ust express my sur­ 
prise, not as a 
partisan 
but 
as a 
citizen, that lie has failed to take any 
such steps and now sends a message ask­ 
ing th at additional powers be given him. 
The Canadian Government has not re­ 
fused to trans-ship fish on the ground 
that Article 29 of the treaty of W ashing­ 
ton was not in force. 
It has refused to 
trans-ship fish on the ground that that 
article did not override the convention of 
1818, by which an American fishing ves­ 
sel was not to come within the three 
m ile lim it. 
W hen the Canadian authori­ 
ties denied to American fishermen the 
right to trans-ship their fish from H ali­ 
fax to Boston or New York, the President 
was justified in denying to Canadian fisli 
or other goods, transportation across our 
country. That is the fact, and the Presi­ 
dent tells us that it has existed now for 
two 
years. 
Following 
that 
fact, 
which the President says is a gross 
outrage, is a Btatute of 
the United 
States, 
which 
says if he is satis­ 
fied th at such fact exists he shall apply 
the means of redress which the statute 
has put in his hands. 
W hy doeB he not 
d o it? Alas! Mr. President, I think it 
is an infinite pity that in so simple a case 
an adequate aDcl free statute, which has 
never been tested by the first step, 
should rem ain unexecuted and in a state 
of “ innocuous desuetude” until the Pres­ 
ident may see w hether Congress will not 
put more am munition into liis hands. 
Senator Hoar said the Senators on the 
Democratic side had fairly laid down 
before the dem ands and threats and pre­ 
tensions of the little Dominion of Canada. 
They thought they were lying down by 
the Bide of the President to comfort him 
in his position; but now, behold! the 
President has undertaken to get up, and 
shaking the mud from his own coat, to 
leave them where they had placed them ­ 
selves. 


THE PURPOSE OF THIS OPPOSITION. 
Morgan said the evidence had clearly 
established that the purpose of all this 
opposition to the President in respect to 
the fisheries had not been to get the Gov­ 
ernm ent into better shape, but to entrap 
the Executive and 
put him into a 
straight-jacket, where he would do the 
bidding of the minority of the people of 
the United States represented in this 
cham ber. 
They even threatened the 
President with im peachm ent if he dared 
to disobey their commands and to coun­ 
tervail their will. 
H e thought the coun­ 
try would appreciate the fortitude of a 
man who could stand up against the ut­ 
terances of the Senator from Vermont, 
and perform his duty w ithout a tremor. 
Morgan said he had discussed the 
retaliation aB looking to the treaty as a 
result; the Senator from Vermont had 
discussed it as a law which looked to war 
as a result. The Senator from Vermont 
had drawn the law, and if he had known 
of cases that recently occurred that 
violated the treaty of 1818 he ought to 
have put them in and made them the 
basis of the legislation. The President 
says he finds a statute in the way of 
retaliation. 
H e says: “ I desire to ex­ 
clude from the right of transit through 
the United States the products of Canada 
and goods imported by her from foreign 
countries, and am ounting in the last six 
years to nearly $300,000,000, and I de­ 
sire to stop this. If I am under com­ 
pulsion to retaliate the heavy part of the 
blow will fall on the people of Canada 
and not on my own people.” The Presi­ 
dent asks Congress to declare w hether 
he has a right to do that under the law 
as it stands. H e says: “ Remove that 
difficulty if you want retaliation, and I 
ihibi 
‘ 


The Republican candidate for Vice-Pres­ 
ident is a director in one of the railroad 
companies. 
Frye informed Morgan that Morton had 
sometime ago resigned his position as 
railroad director. 
Morgan intim ated th at the nominal 
date of the resignation m ight not have 
been the actual one. 
Edmunds resented that im plication, 
and said that Morton played no tricks on 
the people of the United States or any­ 
body elBe.

(tower enough in the statutes to give to 
British steamships and to the Canadian 
Pacific railroad permission to transport 
goods from one American port, San Fran­ 
cisco, to another American port, and 
thence to the term inus of that railway. 


SHERMAN WOULD BRING THEM TO TERMS. 
Sherman thought the President’s mes­ 
sage was a movement to supply lost 
ground. If he had based the treaty upon 
the principles laid down in the message, 
it would have been ratified by an unani­ 
mous vote. The President comes to Con­ 
gress and asks for more power, when he 
lias the power to bring the Canadians to 
term s in twenty-four hours. 
The mere 
declaration of these two points th a t we 
will not allow fresh fish to come free into 
our markets as long as our fishermen are 
denied their rights, and that we will n<rt 
allow them to discriminate against us in 
the canals and great transportation lines, 
will bring them to terms. 
I believe the 
result of such a move would be the union 
of Canada and the United States, and 
the United States, and that it would be 
the best for all.

condemning it 
as 
purelv 
political. 
Representative 
Hooker, 
the Demo­ 
cratic member of the Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs, which will deal initially 
with the message and the Wilson bill to 
give effect to the President’s views, said: 
I think it a very able exposition of our 
rights under the treaty of 1818, and it 
presents a very c ogent reason for an en­ 
forcing act investing the President with 
the power to retaliate against Canadian 
importers and exporters. It is unfortun­ 
ate that the Senate when it found that 
it could not agree to the original treaty, 
did not propose 
am endm ents which 
m ight have been subm itted to the Gov­ 
ernm ent of G reat Britain, thus settling 
by negotiation the controversy between 
the two countries. 


MORE POLITICS THAN NECESSARY. 
R epresentative Payson, of Illinois, said : 
W ithout fully committing myself to it I 
think the President has sufficient power 
under the existing law to express the 
sentim ent of our people, and not only 
compel a recognition of our rights, but 
secure an equitable adjustm ent of the 
trouble. There is more politics than is 
necessary in the message. 


DECIDEDLY TH E PROPER THING. 
Representative Crisp, of Georgia, said : 
1 think the message decidedly the proper 
thing to do under the circumstances. 
The President waives his own opinions 
on the subject of the treaty, accepts the 
decision of the Senate as final as to the 
propriety of making a treaty, but at the 
same time resorts to the next best thing 
and asks Congress to allow him to adopt 
retaliatory measures. The country will 
accept the message as an earnest of his 
desire to protect the rights of American 
citizens. 


A SCHEME TO RECOUP SAYS BAYNE. 
Representative 
Adams, 
of Illinois 
said : If he needs the power he asks, he 
shall have it as far as my vote goes. I 
am doubtful about th e existing law, 
however. 
Representative Bayne, of Pennsylvania 
said : It is a rem arkable document. In 
the first place, the President sent a treaty 
to the Senate, which confessedly con­ 
ceded away our rights. 
After its rejec­ 
tion he Bends a message insisting upon 
having more power to carry out vigorous 
retaliatory measures in the very teeth of 
abundant 
legislation to w arrant this 
needful step. 
There is nothing in it but 
a schem e to recoup some of his,lost 
political influence, and I predict th at he 
will do the same on the subject of the 
tariff. 
Sayers, of Texas, who has charge of 
the House Fortifications bill said :

T H E ENOLISH PR ESS. 


W hat th e L on d ou P ap ers S ay A bout 
th e M essage. 
London, August 24.—The St. James- ' 
Gazette, commenting on President Cleve­ 
land’s message, says: The position is 
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awkward and unpleasant for both coun 
tries. The retaliation threatened is so il 
logical 
cult to understand its precise cause and 
meaning. Two plausible explanations 
occur. 
It may have been intended to in­ 
fluence votes or merely to bluff Canada 
into granting the American demands. 
There is no doubt that the m atter is a 
serious one for Canada, not merely local 
afiaire are concerned, but Imperial in­ 
terests are also involved. England must 
and will supply a proper safeguard for 
her Canadian interests. 
We m ust await 
the next step. 
It is difficult to suppose 
that the m atter will be allowed to end 
otherwise than in a perfectly friendly 
manner. 
MILD CURI08ITY. 
The Times says: Nothing that the 
party leaders may do on the eve of the 
Presidential election ought to astonish 
us.

It depreciates President Cleve­ 
land’s action, refuses to believe that the 
m ajority of Americans desire to act in 
an unfriendly spirit and trusts that the 
majority of representatives will endorse 
the view th at the talk of reprisals is pre­ 
mature. 
NOTTIIE FAINTEST BREATHING OF WAR. 
The Daily News says: Things are bad 
enough, but not as bad as to justify the 
faintest breathing of a rutnor of war. 
The Daily Telegraph thinks the Presi­ 
dent’s message a political move, probably 
intended to disconcert the rejectors of the 
treaty, by pushing their policy to its logi­ 
cal results and throwing upon them the 
responsibilities for the odium and inter­ 
national jealousy and ill-will that such a 
meuance is likely to revive, and th a t the 
message having served its purpose, noth­ 
ing more will be heard about it. 
The Standard says: Cleveland may 
have desired to bring before the people 
the wronj? which the Senate inflicted up­ 
on the three countries, but it is more 
probable that the message was intended 
as a party move to insure his election. 
By shifting conflict, however, from sea to 
land, he removes it to the arena of 
passion which by an act of indiscretion 
might easily precipitate a catastrophe. 
A STRONG CASE AGAINST CANADA. 
The (Jlobe says: President Cleveland 
makes a strong case against Canada. 
The surmise is that Canada will doubt­ 
less be able to show equally as good a 
case. If the Canadians had rejected the 
treaty, it would be easy to understand 
w hy Cleveland should ask for retaliation; 
but we cannot understand why Cleveland, 
generally a just man, should punish 
Canada foi the act of the American Sen­ 
ate. 
Has Mr. Cleveland attem pted to 
bid for the Irish vote ? 
IT LOOKS UGLY. 
The Pall Mall Gazette suspends an 
opinion upon the real significance, but 
says it looks ugly.

G ardner’s letters it appears 
that Deputy Collector Little was to re­ 
ceive $4,000 and Janitor Cuminsky $1,000 
ot the spoils. The scheme was to put 
little blocks in place of the opium cans 
in the Government vaults at Ogdens­ 
burg, until the trial of G ardner, when 
upon the discovery of the deception he 
would undoubtedly be released.

Obsolete.

Y o r k , August 24.—A Herald 
Washington special say s: 
It is under­ 
stood to-night that a very im portant dis­ 
covery has been made, by which one of 
the greatest privileges now enjoyed by 
Canada will immediately cease by order 
of th e Secretary of the Treasury, and 
that is the right to ship her products in 
bond through the territory of the United 
States for export from ports of the United 
States. 
It was supposed that Article 29 
of the treaty of W ashington was in 
harm ony with the laws which were then 
our statute books and that they were still 
in force. 
Investigation shows th a t this 
not true. The privilege was given 
Canada first by Article 29 of the treaty, to 
send her products to our ports for ex- 
jort. That privilege never before ex- 
8ted until Congress enacted in M arch, 
1873, that the right should be given as 
long as the Fishery articles of the treaty 
romained in force. They have so ceased 
and so the privilege given by th a t law 
has also ceased.

IS CONNECTICUT DOUBTFULV 


Representative Vance Relieves It 
W ill Surely Wo Democratic. 


W a s h i n g t o n , August 1 5 .—Representa­ 
tive Vance, of Connecticut, returned to 
Washington to-day after a fortnight’s 
absence spent in traveling abont the 
State. The careful canvass he has made 
of the State convinces him that the pros- 
>ect of the success of the Democratic 
i icket justifies the most sanguine expec­ 
tations. 
Mr. Vance said to a World cor­ 
respondent to-day:

OPIUM SMUGGLERS IS THE TOILS. 


A Leak in the Mail 
Bags—Fatal 
Powder Explosion—City of 
Chester Victims. 


[Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald. ¡ 


B u f f a l o , August 2 4 .— A Deputy United 
States Marshal caused a sensation in 
Ogdensburg yesterday by arresting three 
of its most reputable citizens—John W. 
Stone, a lawyer; Nathaniel H. Little, 
Jr., Deputy Collector of Customs at Og­ 
densburg, and Wm. J. Cuminsky, jani­ 
tor of the Custom House. The warrants 
for their arrest were sworn out before the 
United States Commissioner here by 
special agents of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment at Washington, charging them with 
stealing 7 7 0 pounds of prepared opium 
from the Custom House at Ogdensburg. 
This is the outcome of the arrest of Erwin 
R. Gardner, which took place at Ogdens­ 
burg last winter, when he and his 
cousin Ephraim Gardner were captured 
with nearly $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 worth of opium in 
their possession. 
Erwin Gardner was 
arrested a few days ago in Chicago in 
connection with the same case. It was 
found that he had been offering opium 
for sale there and it did not take long for 
the Government officers to discover that 
it was smuggled, in fact that it was the 
identical goods or a part of it, which had 
been found in his possession and that of 
his cousin last winter. 
This led to sen­ 
sational developments at once. Some 
opium had been placed in the Custom 
House at Ogdensburg for safe keeping 
and now it has been found upon the 
streets of Chicago. Stone, Little and 
Cuminsky were brought to Buffalo and 
lodged in jail to await their examina­ 
tion.

A F a r m e r 0 1 1 t h e T u r l f i T a x e s . 


E d it o r s H e r a l d — I, a farmer, feel 
like tfianking you for your efforts in the 
interest of the greatest sufferers from an 
unjust tariff. A very thoughtful man re­ 
marked to me before the close of the war 
that it took men and money to carry on 
war, and if we succeeded in putting down 
the rebellion he would favor pensioning 
every soldier or repudiating the war debt. 
1 do not believe that man looked beyond 
the battlefield. When lie spoke of men 
he overlooked the fact that it required a 
vast number of men to produce some­ 
thing for these soldiers to live upon. 
In most cases soldiers were soldierB 
from choice. Well, the war is over, and 
generous government has pensioned 
most of the soldiers and the war debt is 
being paid off faster than the bonds are 
falling due, and by snap legislation 
many of the bonds which were purchased 
for about half their face value have been 
made gold-bearing. And where has the 
bulk of this indebtedness fallen. The 
farmer goes into the open market of the 
world to sell his wheat, corn, beef and 
pork, in fact everything he produces, 
and yet lie is doubly taxed to pay the 
pensions, war debt and everything he 
uses, for the benefit of the protected 
few. 
When the protected man had a 
surplus dollar he could invest it in a 
Government bond free from taxation. If 
the farmer after getting his produce to 
market had enough monev left, after 
paying for the railroads built with the 
people’s money and lauds, to 
pay 
necessary expenses and pay for a tax 
receipt, he was a lucky man. The far­ 
mer has been dancing to that kind of 
music for twenty years and I think it is 
time he should have the privilege of buy­ 
ing in a fair market. I am in favor of 
tariff for expenses if the tariff* is low 
enough to allow goods to he brought here 
in exchange for our surplus production. 
The Government gets the benefit of the 
tariff, but if bo high as to prevent impor­ 
tation then we pay the protected few di­ 
rectly and the Government 
gets no 
benefit. Now if there is a people on 
this eaith who should be able to compete 
with the world it should be that people 
who can manufacture hogs’ lard out of 
cotton seed and butter out of cattle pro­ 
ducts. I have even heard a man boast 
that he can heat a bee making honey; 
and that is actually done out of glucose!

This is at first a w hite glairy m uens, w hich 
after a tim e becomes purulent. The p atien t in 
some cases is obliged to tit up in bed, th e op ­ 
pression across th e chest is so great, and th e 
skin is clam m y and prostration rapidiy sets in, 
and in fatal cases there w ill be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , coma aud death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis Is also au inflam m ation of 
the m ucous m em brane of bronchial tubes. B ut 
this form m ore often occurs later Iu life. W hen 
a cold settles on th e lungs th e disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If it ends ia 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in th e 
chest, an d still the patient dees n o t feel en tire­ 
ly well.

In th e latter stages of th e disease th e m ucous 
m -m brane of th e larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile In th e sm aller tubes s a d air cells of the 
lungs the m ncous m em brane becom es con­ 
gested aud Id flamed. There are no cavities or 
tnbercleB In tbe lungs, t u t m erely a w asting 
away of the larger bronchial tnbes, an d death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes and air cells of th e lungs.

Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ncus becom es 
clear and frothy, an d it is not uncom m only th e 
case th at the patient dies in one of these attack s 


Humid Bronchitis 


(From Aui/icrc, to be m oist) is so called from th e 
profuse quantity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from the air passages of th e lungs. At 
tim es it becomes ropy like the w hite of an egg. 
This form of disease usually attacks old people. 


Dry Bronchitis. 


This disease, tb e very opposite of th e above, 
is a very com m on affection. V ery m any peo­
